Whenever o fine shall be imposed upon 
any person resident in any house and not- 
being a householder within. the meaning of 
this Ordinance, for any violation of . the 
rovisions of the Ordinances, that is to say: 
‘0, 11 of 1844; No. 14 of 1844; No. 12 of 
1857; and No, 7 of 1858 (aince incorporated 
with No, 11 of 1844); every suok fine or 
any part thereaf, in case the same shall not 
have been recovered from the actual offender, 
may be recovered from the householder by 
action at law or by a summary warrant of 
distress to issue out of tho Court by which 
fine shall have been imposed, and to’ be 
executed against: the goods and chattels of 
such householder without prejudice to the 
further power given by Seotion 19 for the 
recovery of such fine; Provided always that 
the amount of every such fino howsoever 
recovered from every such houssholder or 
voluntarily paid by him may be recovered by 
such houssholder from the offender p ly 


liable for the same in an action for money. 


paid to his use.” Section 18 is still more 
vioarious, It provides that in case the 
‘actual offender cannot he found or brought 
to trial, the householder shall te liable 
to any fine which might havo been im- 
posed upon him as if he. had’ boon the 
actual offender. .The provision requires 
no comment, Section 19 authorises tho 
landlord's house to be seized if. the fine is 
not paid, and tho rents used to defray it. 
The hardship inflicted by these provisions 
need be only illustrated, and I shall give'an 
instance of the way in which these sections 
of the Ordinance are worked’ at present. 


Let us suppose a number of men aro taken. 


up charged with gambling in a house 
(Ordinance 14 of 1844), The informer and 
his witnesses swear to the carrying on of pub- 
lio gambling in the house, the men are fined, 
the manager in $200 or six months'-hard 
labour, and the others in various sums or 
imprisonment for various periods. Those 
who cannot pay are of course sent to gaol. 
Now acting on the provisions of Section 17, 
the authorities come upon the landlord to 
recover the amounts of the fines still unpaid. 
‘A summons ia issued from.the Police Court, 
and the first. intimation the householder 


comes to know of his lability is the writ. hi 


He appears in pursuance of the summons, 
svhon the -oase will be eanepr f ES by 
the production of the minutes of the original 
case against the gamblers. This is taken 
as sufficient proof and he bas practically no 
defence to make, at all events no defence 
will avail him; there is the fact of the men 
having been convicted of gambling, and it 
only remains to be proved that. their fines 
have not been paid. He must pay up orineur 
the further expense of a distress warrant or of 
the seizureof therents of hishouse, Now from 
beginning to end, the unfortunatehouseholder 
has not the opportunity to say a word for him- 
self.’ He cannot question the legality or 
otherwise of the gamblers’ conviction, the 
mere record of their conviction is sufficient. 
He had-no locus stand? in Court when the 
gamblers were tried ; he cannot be represent- 
ed at that trial, and no notice of that trial 
is, given him so that he cannot even appear 
to watch his own interest, in point of 
fact he is judged behind bis back and 
muloted with a closed mouth. The broad 
pcre of English law is that no one shal! 

¢ punished without giving him an opportu- 
nity of making a defence, Yet. it,is practi- 
cally go in this class Ordinance. Some may 
urge that the landlord must take care not 
to let his house to bad men, and “he must 
know the character of his tenants. This is 
only a presumption, and guilty knowledgo 
should not be presumed, especially in a 
matter so highly penal, The latest case of 
this nature was that of an old man who was 
made to pay $210 for the sins of his tenants.

Later on inthe ‘afternoon, we sighted 
Yi-kéng, a busy and prosperous place; its 
prospority being due of course to 4 delicate 
adjustment of.

Chon, the news of our pares had pesceded 
us; and the prospect of a novel spectacle 
drew many a Flue oated idler to the bank, 
Tt was moreover market-day, and the crowd’ 
was unusually large... Men, women, and 
children were ranged in close-packed tiers, 
and were atraining every eye to get a sight 
of the wild man, Not to pappean them, 
we placed a chair on the little deok outside 
the housed part of the boat, and calmly 
Pee to run the gauntlet of about four 
housand eyes. id a sound was uttered 
as our boat was poled slowly by at a dis- 
tance of some ten.or fifteen yards from the 
bec Aid maby seem lost in pope 
ment at 9 human being wearing a differen! 
dross from their own, and with facial 
lineaments of other than Mongolian type. 
They stared and stared as if their very 
eyes would drop ont, but.there was no 
excitement and not a word of questionable 
civility. Behind the crowd on-the bank, 
the upper windows of one and two storeyed 
houses were crammed to overflowing. ‘The 
owners, if they had only. the wit to think 
of it, must have let them ata good figure, 
and olcsred perhaps their r’s rent, 
For our own tye we now began fully to 
“ae ie erag discomforts of 
royalty. To bea mark for every eye, & 
bull’s-eye for every well or ill ected 
piece of ar -criticism— See! see ! he’s 
moving. e's. shutting bis. eyes! He's 
folding his arms! He's blowing his nose!” 
—is indeed a high price to pay even for the 
luxury of a throne. And it is needless to 
call attontion to the fact that we wore 
paying the: price without: enjoying. the 
brone, But the babios—as the mandarins 
call them—were evidently enjoying them- 
selves. We were to them an abject of deep 
wonder, if not of admiration. . Perbaps 
there were not ten amongst them who had 
ever sean a foreigner, before, and it may 
be some time before they nes-another. We 
mean a bond fide foreigner, dressed in the 
full height of barbarian fashion ; for there 
are a few. French missionaries scattered 
about the hills at no great distance from 
here, but they wear ese clothes and’ 
shave the head dla queue de cochon. And 
the convorsations that will be keld over the 
rico-bowl and pipe when the crowd before 
us has foe genoa and gathered again, each 
individual. member sf his own domestic 
hearth! How they will fel the unlucky 
absent ons that the red-haired barbarian 
was bearded “like”: the--pard,..and.-wore a 
cece seo hat. That at the moment 
e did not appear to’ be drunk or eng: 
aged in knocking any one’s brains out, 
ag reputed to be tho usnal occupations 
of foreigners in China. -But- perhaps 
he was, cat-like, watching his oppor- 
tunity, reculané pour mieux sauter, (or 
as the Chinese put: it, Ch’tayih ch’ shén 
yay), and spying around in search ofa rich 
harvest. of. Chinamen’s eyes and hearts. 
Whatever might be the sense of euch home 
gossip, what would we not give to overhear 
it? The torture of being stared ab would 
becomé a penaneo of love if it could only 
teach us what the Chinese really think and 
feel with regard to ourselves, Tt may be 
safely asserted that no one as yet knows 
this; for Chinamen do not talk uncon- 
strainedly in the presence of foreignera 
any more than we do in the presence of 
Chinese. But. from our press, they can 
learn in what light we regard their manners 
and customs, their dress, their supersti- 
tions, their vices and their’ virtues ; while 
we are still without this source of a truer 
insight into Chinese thought than can-be 
gathered from the lips of pedantic and 
interested. teacher."

We can smile when 
they enquire if we have beef, mutton; rice, 
‘corn, and pork, in that mysterious land 
which lies beyond, the utmost limits of the 
known horizon; or, if‘ we have a fixed go- 
vernment, and whether it is true or not that 
seareruled bya perpetual dynasty of women, 
All this ‘can be passed over. with a laugh, 
and be quictly and briefly explained ; but 
to be asked if we have books, we, tho 
heirs of all the ages, whose very. children 
often and -twelve years old possess more 
real zolid knowledge than all the members 
of the Han-lin Académy put together —this 
is trying indeed: Especially so when 
nothing but a compsratively intimate 
acquaintance with our literature could 
convince the self-catisfled Confucian that 
we have anything to compare with his own 
most sacred store, Butin half an our we 
cannot give him this, and, so he goes away, 
believing perhaps that wo actually have 
“books” in our wild barbarian tongue, but 
settling it once for allin his own mind 
that they would be of no earthly advantage 
to the gifted citizens of the Flowery Land. 
i *Steti—Tho boatmen woke us up before 
daylight by. what was for them most 
unusual anxiety to get under way. We 
wore not long in discovering the cause. At 
a secluded point in a bamboo-shaded bend 
of the river, they ran the boat alongside 
the bank, and were instantly met by a num-

Widin, was absolutely necessary fhe desired 
to hold the strong fortress of Widin, as its 


syorks can bo commanded from Kalafat, and. 


a. bombardment from that. place would 
seriously menkca its. safety, Whether. tho 
presenco of the Turkish force in. Kalafat has 
caused the leader of the Russian advance in 
‘Western Walldchia to: alter his plans, or 
whether fot political reasonsit was consider- 
cd desirable. to. strengthen. the Servians, 
cannot, -from-the information as yet at our 
disposal, be accurately gauged, It is re- 
ported, however, that a Russion. foroe- has, 
passed the Danube at Gladova, about twelve 
miles from the -point-on that stream. where 
the Roumanian, Hungariai, ond Turkish 
frontiers meet. This’ can hardl be any 
other force than the whole. or a detachment 
of tho Russian vanguard which was reported 
by our Correspondent three days ago as 
having passed Bucharest’and being in motion 
potent the Weit.. The object of such o 
movemont on the part of the lussian leaders 
might bo either to enter Servia and give 
some backbone to the faltering lovies of that 

rinsipality, or to throw a cordon round the 
fortress of Widin, and sever the communi- 
cation of its garrison with Servia, and limit 
the area. from which mupplias can be drawn. 
‘As far-as is at present known, it dods. not 
‘appear that there are any Turkish troops in 
considerable force westward of Widin, excépt 
in tho extreme west of the Empire, where 
about forty thousand men aro believed to be 
engaged in the endeavour to reduce the 
Montenogrins, It would seom that. the 
Turkish Government: would do wisely to 
abandon, for the present at loast, this dificult 


land profitless mountain warfare. Should 


the Kussions be successful on the Lower 
Danube any success against Montenegro 
must be of no avail; andif the Turks can 
decisively repulse thoir ussailants in the 
more important part of the theatre'of war a 
crushing force could then be spar. i to stamp 
out the Montenegrin flame. Should the 
Russiana, by reinforcing the Servians, be. 
abla to advance im force from Servia in 
the direction. of Sofia, the Turkish troops 
engaged. in Montenegro must be divided 
from tho rest of the army, and-if pressed 
from Bosnia, Servia, and Montenogro, must 
find themselyes in an almost desperate 
position, 

Tf we turn our attention from the west to 
the onstward of Widin, which may be con. 
sidered as the central point of the European 
frontior of the Turkish Empire, we find tho 
bulk of the army of the Porte in Europe 
scattered along the Danube, This army is 
belioved fo muster in round numbers about 


‘two hundred and fifty thousand men, with 


co * 


four “hundred and sixty-eight guns, Of 
f » a8 we. have 
eaid, are engaged with Montenegro, Till 
quite lately mxty thousond were in or 
around Widin, twenty thousand at Rustchuk 
and Silistria, and the remainder in reserve 
south of the Danube, and in the fortresses of 
Achumla and Varna, Movements of troops 
down the Danube from Widin are however 
reported, and these would oint to the con- 
clusion ‘that the Turkish commanders, 
alarmed at the rapid advance of the onemy, 
are hastily concentrating their forces to bar 
the passage of the river in the direotion of 
Rustchuk or Silistria, In this case much 
depends on rapidity, a quality which the 
Turks haye not yet displayed, nt in which 
the Russians have certainly not been lacking. 
The lator, although it is alleged that sma 
peer wore already in Roumania, can only. 
ave commenced to move their heavy 
columns in the early hours of the morning 
ofthe 24th. These marched by three different 
routes, The detachment on the extrems 
right passed through . Ungheni, occupied 
Jassy, and thus seized the line of railway 
which leads from Jassy to the important 
strategical point of Galatz on the Danube. 
The centre column, Raging by Leova, also 
directed its march on Galatz; and the column 
of the left, marching from Bolgrad, in 
Southern Bessarabia, appears to have moved 
upon the same point, although from the 
statement that Turkish gunboats and iron- 
clads have been. stationed at. Tultcha, - it 
would appear that the gonerals of the Porte 
apprehended lest a passage of the river 
might be attempted noar this point from 
Bessarabia into the Dobrudacha, Such an 
attempt might, indeed, be made with a view 
of gaining a passage somewhere, so as to 
turn the ‘Turkish defences on. the stream 
above, but the operation would ho extremely 
hazardous in tho'face of a naval force, and 
even if successful would Iead the- corps 
whioh might hero gain a passage into a 
fearfully unhealthy district, where the 
Northern warriors would be exposed as 
mercilessly to the destructive effects of fever 
and dysentery as were the French in the 
early days of the last war. It would appear 
more probable that Galatz being occupied the 
further advance will be made in the direction 
of , Braila, with the ultimate object of 


forcing the passage of the Danube at the 


point which may be found the most suitable 
above that town. The importance of the 
Russian cael aa of Galatz can hardly be 
over-estimated. Within five miles of that 
placo the railway from Jassy to Galatz forms 
its jagction with the line from Galatz to 
Bucharest.. Whatever use the Russians may 
have made of the line for the transport of 
troops therg can be no doubt that on it they 
must greatly depend for. supplies aud 
ammunition, and that it will eventually 
form the main line of their communications. 
A few miles from Galatz.this line-crosses the 
navigable -river Sereth, by the Barboschi 
Bridge, and, the slightest warlike. capacity 
would have warned the Turks that imme- 
‘diately on the threat of active hostilities this 
bridge should have been destroyed. With a 
fatal apathy, however, this precaution bas 
been neglected till too late; for though a 
gensbont be pow gone up the Sereth, the 

jarbosohi Bridge 18 surrounded with en-~ 
trenchments, bristling with guns, the work 
of either Russian or Roumanian hands, and 
is probably|seoure from destruction, Rapid 
as has been the edvance of the vanguard of 
the Grand Duke, i¢ does not eppear that any 
very large force bas as yet, reached Galatz, 
ag ‘our Correspondent mentlone only sixty 
thousand men. as-elready moving on this 

joint, atid wo taut sti ae that the 
concentration of the army in Roumania will 
requize a longer period of time than some 
who have been thunderatruck: by the: word 
Niokolas expect, on that concentration 
has been effected, thuch will depend not 
only on the taotical ability of the leaders but 
aleo onthe organisation of the armies.

A NARROW ESOAPE.. .-. .
